1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Mark A. Wilson, Reg. No. 43,994 on October 27, 2005. 

2. The application has been amended as follows: 
Claims 7, 28, 38, 55 are canceled. 

Claim 1, line 10, after "queues", inserted "enqueuing said packets that are 
dequeued from said class-specific queues into VC-specific segmentation and re- 
assembly (SAR) queues; and dequeuing said packets from said VC-specific SAR 
queues according to a dequeuing algorithm that arbitrates among multiple VC-specific 
SAR queues." 

Claim 27, line 12, after "VC-specific SAR queues", inserted "a quality of service 
(QoS)/SAR module for dequeuing packets from said VC-specific SAR queues." 

Claims 37, lines 9, after "re-assembly (SAR) queues", inserted "means for 
dequeuing packets from said VC-specific SAR queues for segmentation into fixed- 
length cells." 

Claim 47, line 11, after "VC-specific SAR queues", inserted "means for 
dequeuing packet from said VC-specific SAR queues for segmentation into fixed-length 
cells." 
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3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
made of record fails to teach or fairly suggests in combination enqueuing said packets 
that are dequeued from said class-specific queues into VC-specific segmentation and 
re-assembly (SAR) queues; and dequeuing said packets from said VC-specific SAR 
queues according to a dequeuing algorithm that arbitrates among multiple VC-speicific 
SAR queues.".

Kawarai et al (US 2001/0033581 A1) disclose method and apparatus to achieve 
QoS control, drop control and multicast control of a variable-length packet at high speed 
in small scale hardware, a packet divider divides a variable-length packet into fixed- 
length packet, and an input buffer section stores the divided fixed-length packets into 
queues by output lines and by QoS classes. 

Moir (US 2002/0118644 A1) disclose a method to implement policy-based 
network traffic management includes receiving data pertaining to a network device at a 
network traffic manager. 
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Minkenberg (US 6,944,170 B2) discloses a switching arrangement for 
transporting data packets which comprise a section with data packet destination 
information and a payload section, to one or more output ports. The switching device is 
able to route the arriving data packets according to the data packet destination 
information, to at least one dedicated of the output ports. 

Varma et al (US 5,859,835) discloses a traffic scheduling system and method for 
packet-switched communications networks where multiple sessions share an outgoing 
communication link. 

Thomas et al (US 5,941,952) disclose an apparatus and method for transferring 
data from a source memory to a transmit buffer memory and then from the transmit 
buffer memory at the rate at which data is to transmitted.
